The disease is evidently not the “in- 
testinal fever of swine,” commonly 
called. hog cholera. That is a malig- 
nant fever of the bowels, resulting in 
very offensive mucous discharges, in 
which frequently portions of the mu- 
cous membranes of the intestines are 
sloughed. We can not imagine, there- 
fore, how tte remedy suggested could 
possibly havea b-uneticial effect upon 
such a disease. The compla‘nt in this 
case ig likely meningitis, which fre- 
quently prevails among hogs, and the 
remedy used, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose, would be effective. 


CRICKEN CHOLERA. 


A West End friend, in whose floc< 
of fancy poultry this disease broke out 
with great virulence last year, writes 
us that he tound sulphur and copperas 
an effective remedy. A tablespoonful 
of flour of sulphus was mixed witb a 
quart ot corn meal dough each morn- 
ing and a piece of copperas, the size 
of his thumb, thrown iuto the drink- 
ing trough daily. The treatment was 
kept up for six or eight days. While 
nearly half his fowls had died within 
lesg than a week, not a death occurred 
_ after the treatment was commenced, 
and his chicke.s continued healthy 
the remainder of the season. He be- 
lieves the same treatment would prove 
effectual in cases of hog cholera. 


GROWING CELERY. 


Continuing the subject of celery, as 
now is about the period when the seeds 
should be sown, we venture to offer a 
few suggestions uon theculture of this 
highly prized vegetable. 

The dwarf varieties are generally 
preferred on account of being “solia’”— 
not pithy as is sometimes a fault of the 
large kinds—and of these tlhe “Boston 
Market” and “Tandringham Dwarf 
White” are the best. Of the large va- 
rieties ‘‘Sealey’s Leviathan’ and the 
“Giant” are excellent. Wethink the 
pithiness of the large celery is not so 
common in this latitude, however, as 
in more northern climes. The seed 
should first be sown in a hot bed or 
culd frame, if convenient, though they 
might now be sown in 
any rich, moist spot in the garden. As 
soon as the plants are two or three 
inches high, transpiant temporarily to 
a well prepared bed in the garden. 
where they should remain until six to 
eight incbes high, when they are ready 
to be finally transplanted in the 
trenches. Dig trenches ‘we and a half 
feet apart, twelve incucs deep aud ten 
to twelve inches wide, fill in to within 
three inches of the top with well rotted 
stable manure and top soil from the 
woods or leaf mold, well mixed togeth- 
er. Set out the plents in these trenches

THE CULTIVATION OF CORN, 


[Extract from prize essay of E. W. 
. Peabody to Georgia state agri- 
cultural society. ] 

As soon as the third and fourth 
blades appear, the first plowing 
should begin. Corn never recovers 
from injury received by neglect or de- 
lay at this time. Therefore be prepared 
to work it early and rapidly. The 
plow used torun next to the corn at 
this working should be long but nar 
row, 80 that the earth may be broken 
very deep and cluse to the young corn, 
and yet it not be covered. _When the 
middle is also broken deep and close, 
the young roots which soon shvot out 
in great numbers in search of food will 
eusily penetrate the soft earth and find 
their necessary supplies, imparting 
health and vigor to the young plant. 
Every additional plowing after this 
should be less deep, as the plants in- 
crease in 8128 and extend 
their roots, @otherwise  . the 
roots will be wounded or cut off 
thus injuring them and imped ng their 
growth, and consequently that of the 
young plantalso. If your land is too 
wet, youshould throw it up to and 
against the plauts in the form of ridges, 
thus enabling it to dry out and get rid 
of its excess of moisture sooner, but if 
your corn land is inclined to be dry, 
yon should work it so as to k ep the 
surface as level as possible, and thus 
enable it to retain its moisture better. 
The hoes should f Jiow immedi :tely 
after the plows, periucting the work by 
thinning to the desired stand, aid 
drawing a little soft earthto the corn, 
giving it a nice dressing and leaving it 
perfectly ciean. laabout three weeks 
or less this operation should be repe.t- 
ed, using a sweep, cultivator, or some 
plow which will not run quite so 
deep as before, but which will tumble 
a little soft earth about the roots of 
the corn, covering the young grass, 
thereby saving the hoe hands much 
labor. The hoes should follow again, 
straightening up all the bent stalxs, 
thinning out all surpius plants, pulling 
off suckers and making clean all which 
the plows had failed to do. In three 
weeks more tie third, and ordinarily 
last working should be given. This is 
an important crisis, and the planter 
must use his judgment and discretion 
as to the work to be given to corn at 
this stageand hot season. The plowing 
should be quite shallow, leaving the 
surface as soft and smooth as possible. 
A deep plowing at this time, unless 
followed immediately by a rain, would 
be productive of more iarm than 
The toes’ should pass 
over again, making all com- 
poe and clean.
